Cheadle (St Giles) was a rectory (valued at £50 in 1665) in the patronage of Trinity College, 
Cambridge. It had presented Devereux Spencer ?1629-1673 who was instituted as rector on 24 
Jun 1660 (having previously been presbyterian minister here). The parish contained one township 
which composed a simple constablewick.

CHEADLE (St. Giles), a market-town and parish, and the head of a union, in the S. division of the 
hundred of Totmonslow, N. division of the county of Stafford, 14 miles (N. N. E.) from Stafford, and 
147 miles (N. W. by N.) from London; containing 4399 inhabitants. This place is situated in a valley 
environed by hills, which, though formerly barren, have been planted with forest-trees, and have 
assumed the appearance of verdure and cultivation. The town, which is intersected by the roads 
from Newcastle to Ashbourn, and from Leek to Uttoxeter, consists of one principal and four smaller 
streets: the houses in the main street have, for the most part, been either rebuilt or modernised of 
late years, and appear substantial and roomy. The inhabitants are supplied with water from a 
rivulet, called Cicely's Brook, and from springs and pumps. Tape, copper, and brass works are 
extensively carried on in the town and neighbourhood: copper-ore has been discovered, but not in 
sufficient quantity to repay the expense of working it; and the vicinity abounds with coal. The 
Caldon branch of the Trent and Mersey canal passes within four miles of the town, by Oakamoor, 
the chief seat of the copper and brass works. The market is on Friday: a small square has been 
appropriated for the market-place. The fairs are on HolyThursday and Aug. 21st, for cattle. The 
powers of the county debt-court of Cheadle, established in 1847, extend over the registration- 
district of Cheadle, and the parish of Croxden. The living is a rectory, valued in the king's books at 
£12. 9. 2.; net income, £438; patrons, the Master and Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge. The 
old church, which was principally in the decorated English style, with a square embattled tower 
crowned by pinnacles, and, though much mutilated and disfigured by alterations, retained some 
features of its original character, has been lately taken down, and a new church on a much larger 
scale, containing 1480 sittings, erected by subscription, aided by the Incorporated and Diocesan 
Societies. St. Chad's chapel [FREEHAY], a stone edifice in the early English style, was opened for 
divine service in 1843, and consecrated in 1846. A chapel has also been lately built at Oakamoor. 
There are places of worship for Independents, Wesleyans, the New Connexion of Methodists, or 
Kilhamites, and Roman Catholics. St. Giles's church, for the last mentioned, was designed by Mr. 
Pugin, and built at the cost of the Earl of Shrewsbury; though not very large, it is an exceedingly 
costly and highly ornamented structure in the decorated English style, the tower and spire rising 
from the site 200 feet. A school was founded in 1685, by Mr. Stubbs, who endowed it with a rent- 
charge of £20; and to this the trustees of Mr. Andrew Newton added £30, the interest of which is 
paid to the master. Mr. Fowler, in 1663, gave a rent-charge of £6; Mr. Charles Beech, in 1726, 
bequeathed £26 per annum; and Mrs. Frances Grosvenor, of Hale Hall, in 1727, gave a rent-charge 
of £10; all for distribution among the poor. The union of Cheadle comprises 15 places, and contains 
a population of 17,859. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848)]

KINGSTONE which had since 1832 been a chapelry.

During the fifteenth century the Gooch (or Googe) family was settled in the Forest of Dean.22 
Robert Gooch (b. c.1515), this Member’s grandfather, was a receiver for the Court of 
Augmentations and twice sat in Parliament.23 At his death in 1557, Robert was seised of former 
monastic properties at Alvingham in Lincolnshire and Horkstow in Nottinghamshire, which were 
subject to the life interest of his second wife, who died in 1584. Her longevity created financial 
hardship for Robert’s son and heir Barnaby, the poet, translator, polemicist and MP. In 1582 
Barnaby was driven to take employment in Ireland by the cost of educating his nine children, 
among them this Member, who had then recently entered university.24

Following the adjournment, in November 1624, Gooch filed a complaint in Chancery concerning an 
annuity of £40 which had been granted to him by a late kinsman and was being withheld.80 He was 
not elected to the 1625 Parliament. In April 1625 he surrendered his possession of the house he 
held of the dean and chapter of Exeter, but having spent £400 on its repair he retained an interest 
in the property.81 He died childless at Louth, in Lincolnshire, on 29 Jan. 1626. In his will, which 
was drawn up on 29 Oct. 1624, he left the place of his burial to his widow, Elizabeth, and 
bequeathed a total of £680 to his six nephews. Some of the lands which he had recently purchased 
in and around Alvingham were to be set aside for his step-daughter, Pascha, while the rest of his 
Lincolnshire properties were to be conferred on his widow for her lifetime. Gooch further 
instructed that, after Elizabeth’s death, the income from her share of the Lincolnshire lands, 
amounting to £24 p.a., was to be used to maintain two fellowships at Magdalene College, whose 
holders were to read civil law, even though the college statutes permitted fellows to study only 
divinity. After Elizabeth’s death, the fellowships were established in accordance with Gooch’s 
wishes, but the revenues to sustain them were paid for only one year. Thereafter, as one modern 
authority has observed, Dr. Gooch’s fellows proved to be ‘an embarrassment to Magdalene’.82

William Langley M.A. (?compliant minister of Cheadle) ?1596-1657 

Langley, born about 1596, was a son of Thomas Langley of Lancs ?clerk. [He is likely the 
anonymous diarist born in 1596 (son of a stipendiary curate of Prestwich, Lancs) who studied at 
Oxford where he matriculated at Brasenose College, graduated B.A. and M.A. and was chosen to 
read the Humanity Lecture.] At Oxford a man of his name graduated B.A. (Magdalen Hall) on 10 
May 1619; M.A. (4 Jul 1622). It is likely that Langley was ordained deacon and priest but no definite 
record of his early career has been discovered. On 5 Feb 1643.4 he may not have been in an office. 
By 4 Feb 1649.50 he was in office as ?compliant minister of Cheadle. Still in office he died, aged 
about 61, about May 1657. His administration was granted under Lichfield on 27 Sep 1661. His 
personalty was valued at £99/4/8 and included "Item the librarie £13/6/8". Langley married about 
1653 to Catherine Ashton (b c1613) 1st dau of Edmund Ashton of High Shuttleworth, Lancs esquire 
c1583-1650 by whom he had one son and two daughters. William Langley (compliant joint-minister 
of Lichfield St Mary) 1618-1689 was a second cousin. Of his wife's sisters Elizabeth was probably 
the wife of William Spencer D.D. (rector of Thurnscoe, Yorks WR) 1629-1714 and Jane was the wife 
of his brother Devereux Spencer ?1628-1673 Langley's successor at Cheadle. [NOTE: Other 
clergymen of this name include: William Langley c1610-...., an Oxford graduate, who was curate of 
Brightwell, Berks (1636) and possibly rector of Shadoxhurst, Kent (1636-41) and compliant minister 
of South Fleet, Kent (1645); a man named Langley who was compliant minister of Edenfield, Lancs 
(1648); a William Langley who was presented by the Crown as rector of West Kirby, Cheshire (23 
Mar 1639) and a William Langley who was ?presbyterian minister of Oldham (c1642/7).]

Devereux Spencer M.A. (rector of Cheadle) ?1629-1673 

Spencer, (? christened on 16 Jan 1628.9 at Wanlip), was probably first son of Nicholas Spencer of 
Wanlip, Leics yeoman and Judith (Fox). He studied at Cambridge where on 22 Apr 1646 he was 
admitted as a sizar at Trinity College and matriculated and in 1649 was a scholar. At Cambridge he 
graduated B.A. 1649.50 (M.A., 1653). In 1650 he was a elected a fellow of Trinity College. He was 
presumably ordained as a presbyterian clergyman before 10 Jun 1657 when after presentation by 
Thomas Disney esquire he was appointed presbyterian minister of Lowther, Westmorland. He 
probably resigned there before 11 Feb 1658.9 when after presentation by Trinity College, 
Cambridge he was approved by the Commission for approbation of public preachers as 
presbyterian minister of Cheadle. On 3 Feb 1659.60 he was ordained (? deacon and) priest by 
Exeter [Ralph Brownrigg 1592-1659] pro Lichfield. In early Jun 1660 he continued here as de jure 
rector and, by An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660), was confirmed in 
office. In Oct 1663 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the rectory was valued at 
£50 pa. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Cheadle constablewick and was assessed on 5 
hearths there. On 7 Aug 1688 he was collated prebendary of Lichfield Gaia Minor and later 
installed. Still in both offices he died, aged about 44, on 23 May 1673 and was buried on 26 May at 
Cheadle. His will made on 11 Jan 1671.2 was proved under PCC on 24 Nov 1673. Spencer married 
about 1661 to Jane Ashton (b 1633) 5th dau of Edward Ashton of High Shuttleworth, Lancs esquire 
c1583-1650 and Dorothy Dukenfield dau of Robert Dukenfield by whom he had 3 sons and 2 
daughters. William Spencer D.D. (rector of Thurnscoe, Yorks WR) 1629-1714 was probably his 
younger brother whilst Devereux Spencer M.A. (vicar of Cardington, Beds) 1665-1701 was his older 
son. His wife's oldest sister Catherine was the wife of William Langley?1596-1657 his predecessor 
at Cheadle.

As will be seen from the above statement, there was no vicarage 
endowment at Sandiacre, as was often the case with prebends, but 
the whole of the tithes and oblations fell to the prebendary, he 
being held responsible for the due performance of Divine Service. 
This in the old days would often be done, at all events during 
certain periods of the year, by the prebend himself, but more 
usually, and subsequently entirely, by a chaplain or curate. Yet 
even this responsibility was shifted on to other shoulders, for it 
became the habit, certainly as early as the fifteenth century, to 
furm the rectory of Sandiacre on lease under the prebendary; 
the lessee in that case becoming also responsible for the finding 
of a curate. In 1592, Thomas Charlton became lessee of the 
rectory; his father, Thomas ‘Charlton, had settled at Sandiacre 
some short time before, having come out of Lancashire.+ He died 
in 1681, and was buried with his father in the chancel, having 
been thirty-nine years lessee of the prebend. His son Edward 
inherited the rectory; he was a Commissioner under the Parlia- 
ment during the Civil War, and a Justice of the Peace for Derby- 
shire, The Parliamentary Survey of Livings, in Lambeth Library, 
for the year 1650, speaks thus of Sandiacre :— 


“‘Sandeacre is a prebend belonging to the Deane and Chapter of Litchfeild 
really worth one hundred pounds per annum. Mr. Edward Charleton is flarmer 
and procures the cure supplied. Mr. William Viccars officiates and is an able 
man and of good conversason. The rent reserved to the Deane is eight pounds 
per annum, to the Archdeacon tenn shillings and seaven pence, to the Prebendarye 
seaven pounds six shillings and eight pence.’ 

Joseph Moore succeeded to William Viccars, as minister of 
Sandiacre, shortly after the drawing up of this report, and was 
ejected for nonconformity in 1662. “He entred Young into tlie 
Ministry; but his Youth was not despicable, being Grave, Serious, 
and Savoury.” t 

Edward Charlton died in 1658. The rectory remained with his 
descendants until 1704, when the lease expired, on the death of 
his nephew, Nicholas Charlton, of London, aged 82, on whose life
